As the act of the legislature includ¬ 
ing the Hay Shore Highway within the 
state highway system' was signed by 
the governor and will become law on 
August 24, the City of South San 
Francisco on June 5 addresed a com¬ 
munication to the highway commis¬ 
sion requesting advice from that body 
as to what provision it inteded to 
make to carry forward the work on 
the Bay Shore Highway under its ; 
jurisdiction, and particularly the mat- j- 
ter of providing for an under-pass at 
South San Francisco and completing 
the grading and graveling of the por¬ 
tion of the Bay Shore Highway now 
under construction between South San 
Francisco and San Mateo, so that this 
portion would be accessible to traf¬ 
fic and thus, in a measure, relieve the 
traffic congestion on the Peninsula. 

As a result of this communication, 
we were invited to present the matter 
to the state highway commission at j 
its meeting in the State Building, San 
Francisco, on June 17, and as the en¬ 
tire Peninsula and San Francisco are j 
concerned about carrying forward the ! 
work on the Bay Shore Highway, the 
following committees and organiza- ; 
tions were requested to be present and i 
support such presentation to the high-1 
way commission as would result in i 
action on its part: 

Hon. James Rolph, jr„ mayor of San j 
Francisco; San Francisco Chamber of l 
Commerce; Peninsula Chambers of l 
Commerce Federated; Down Town 
Association, San Francisco; Mission 
Street Merchants’ Association, San 
Francisco; Southern Promotion As¬ 
sociation, San Francisco; Redwood 
City Chamber of Commerce; Hon. 
Frederick H. Smith, mayor of San Ma¬ 
teo; San Mateo Chamber of Com- j 
merce; Hon. M. G. McClinton, mayor 
of Burlingame; Burlingame Chamber I 
of Commerce; Hon. J. T. O'Connor, 1 
mayor of San Bruno; San Bruno 
Chamber of Commerce; Manufactur¬ 
ers’ Association, South San Fran¬ 
cisco; Women’s Club, South San Fran¬ 
cisco; Merchants’ Association, South 
San Francisco; South San Francisco 
Chamber of Commerce. 

At 3:15 p. m. on June 17 delegations I 
from the above organizations, includ¬ 
ing South San Franciscans numbering 
approximately one hundred, appeared 
before the state highway commission 
and stated to the commission that the I 
Peninsula and South San Francisco 1 
would make provision for the neces¬ 
sary laterals connecting the Bay 
Shore Highway with the various Pe- j 
ninsula communities, which laterals ! 
would also include the construction j 
of a local highway from a connection 
with the Bay Shore Highway at South 
San Francisco to Daly City, thus mak¬ 
ing a short cut into the Mission dis-1 
trict, and that South San Francisco 
would make provision for the con-1 
struction and extension of three local 
highways necessary to serve the traf-| 
fic using the Bay Shore Highway, j 
provided the commission would make 1 
provision to complete the grading and 
graveling of the portion of the Bay 
Shore Highway now under construc¬ 
tion between South San Francisco anil 
San Mateo, and particularly for the 
umler-pass at South San Francisco. J 

Supervisor Thomas I,. Hickey of 
San Mateo County stated to the com¬ 
mission that he would make provision 
for the necessary laterals in his dis- I 
trict, which would also Include a local i 
highway from a connection with the j 
Bay Shore Highway at Vlsitacion to j 
a junction with the Mission Road in 
the Crocker-Antazon district in the I 
Mission. 

Supervisor Richard J. Welch of the 
City and County of San Ffancisco 
stated to the commission that action 
by the City and County of San Fran¬ 
cisco to provide for the construction 
of that portion of the Bay Shore High¬ 
way lying within San Francisco, from 
Army Street to the San Mateo County 
line, was dependent upon action by 
the state highway commission to pro¬ 
vide for the construction of that por¬ 
tion under its jurisdiction. 

Concisely this made it apparent to 
the delegation attending the meeting 
with the highway commission that 
provision for the above certain work 
in San Mateo County ami for that por¬ 
tion within San Francisco was de¬ 
pendent upon the commission carry¬ 
ing forward under its jurisdiction. 

On June 24, Chairman Toy of the 
state highway commission, notified us 
as follows: 

“It appears from our financial 
statement that we have about $3,000,- 
000 available from old federal aid and 
during 1026-1927 will have about $5,- 
000,000 additional federal aid. This, 
in round figures, gives us about $X,- 
000,000, which is the only money we 
have for new construction during 
these years. The new federal aid may 
possibly have to be divided 50-50 be¬ 
tween the north and the south. The 


Harvey M. Toy of the state highway 
commission, following his able ad¬ 
dress at the meeting last week of the 
South San Francisco Merchants’ As¬ 
sociation, in which he gave a detailed 
account of the progress made in the 
Bay Shore Highway matte-, sent the 
following letter to Secretary F. C. 
Thomas of the Merchants’ Association. 
This communication bears out to 
some extent the details touched upon 
at the luncheon by Mr. Toy and will 
give our readers some idea of the 
present situation relative to this very 
important highway. 

MERCHANTS’ ASSOCIATION, 

SOUTH SAN FRANCISCO, CALIF. 
Gentlemen: 

It appears from our financial state¬ 
ment that we have about $3,000,000 
available from old federal aid and 
during 1926-27 will have about $5,000,- 
000 additional federal aid. This in 
round figures gives us about $8,000,- 
000, which is the only money we have 
for new construction during these 
years. The new federal aid may pos¬ 
sibly have to be divided 50-50 between 
the north and south. The old federal 
aid is divided on the basis of the mile¬ 
age of roads in the two portions of 
the state, namely 64 per cent in the 
north and 36 per cent in the south. 

Out of the money to be used in the 
north, there is nothing so important, 
in my opinion, as the following three 
jobs on the Bay Shore Highway; 

First: Construction of underpass 
beneath tracks of S. P. R. R. at 
South San Francisco, which will cost 
about $175,000. 

Second: Graveling the section at 
present under contract from the rail¬ 
road tracks at South San Francisco 
to Burlingame at at estimated cost of 
$ 100 , 000 . 

(These two jobs will make available 
for use the new road now under con¬ 
tract to Burlingame.) 

Third: Grading and graveling a 
new section of road from end of pres¬ 
ent contract south to San Mateo at an 
estimated cost of $100,000. 

Total estimated cojt, $215.000. 

There will be left over out of the 
contribution of San Francisco to the 
Bay Shore Highway construction 
about $100,000, leaving the net ex¬ 
penditure to the state about $275,000 
to complete this most necessary work. 
The Southern Pacific Company will 
also probably contribute a material 
part of the cost of the underpass be- 
neah their tracks at South San Fran¬ 
cisco. which would reduce the ex¬ 
penditure of the state. 

I know that the opinion of the peo¬ 
ple in the several counties to the 
South of San Francisco is 100 per cent 
for this work and it seems to me that 
the state should please these people 
through a comparatively small ex¬ 
penditure. Personally, I am bound 
and determined to get this appropria¬ 
tion through, as I feel it is right anil 
just and unless an expenditure of this 
size is made, the signing of the Bay 
Shore Highway bill placing the road 
in the state system is not going to do 
any good for many years to come. 

I badly need your aid and support 
In these matters for the good of San 
Francisco and the counties to the 
south and for the good of the state 
as a whole. Cordially yours,

A few progressive and active members will run the 
whole show and unless they are broad minded, things are 
bound to be conducted in more or less of an exclusive manner 
and your organization will never succeed. 

Special luncheons might be held from time to time, at 
which some prominent speaker will be present. It will be a 
< ase of the special speaker and not the organization that draws ' 
the attendance at such functions. In other words, it will be 
but a ‘‘flash in the pan,” and then things will again jog along! 
in the same old rut, until another prominent speaker comes! 
forth at another luncheon. A real merchants’ association must 
lunction all the year round and every day in the year; not 
just in spurts.

THE PROGRESS OF OUR CITY 

Recently a very representative gathering of citizens, com- 
prising a portion of the committee of one hundred appointed to 
study the matter of public improvements, met in the city hall. 
This was not a gathering of citizens made up of people who 
had matters of personal or private interests to advance. Every¬ 
thing discussed at this meeting was pertaining to the advance¬ 
ment of the city as a whole. These projects, however, if car¬ 
ried out, will mean that you, Mr. Taxpayer, will have to fur¬ 
nish the money. There were men on this committee, at the 
meeting referred to, who will have to pay out a much larger 
sum than many of you taxpayers will be called upon collec¬ 
tively. This should prove to you that not only are the mem¬ 
bers of this committee public spirited, but also it should prove 
that the projects advocated have real merit. The principal 
matters discussed were: An improved fire department, an up- 
to-date civic center and the inaugurating and improving of 
our public park system. At this meeting an excellent execu-j 
tive committee of fourteen was appointed to prepare concrete ^ 
data in connection with these three important projects. 

The recommendations of this executive committee will be 
submitted to the general committee. It can, therefore, be 
leadily seen that no one is trying to put something over on'the 
people. We mention this fact because we want every taxpayer 
to give careful and favorable consideration to the matter of 
public improvements as they will be given to the people by the 
general committee through the local press. 

The action of the mayor and board of trustees in sub¬ 
mitting the matter to the pepole in this manner is a departure 
that is to be highly commended, and such procedure might well 
he adopted by other communities in this county. South San 
Francisco needs better fire protection, not because we have 
poor equipment at this time, but because we need better equip¬ 
ment in order to keep pace with our rapid development. South 
San Francisco should have an attractive civic center, not be¬ 
cause of local pride alone, but because an up-to-date and neat 
civic center is one of the greatest assets of any city and is ’ 
worth hundreds of thousands of dollars to a community in 1 
advertising, besides it enhances the value of every bit of prop- \ 
erty in the city. South San Francisco needs public parks, not > 
because other cities have them, but because we owe something 1 
to our younger generation, to the families whom we are en- 1 
couraging to locate here, and because we have three splendid t 
park sites today that under present conditions are practically 1

Monument Records Glori¬ 
ous Deed of Revolution. 


Many people think of the signers of 
the Declaration of Independence as 
grnybeards, old In years, ripe In wis¬ 
dom and endowed with the vision 
which decades of experience Is sup¬ 
posed to bring. None of the 56 men 
who finally affixed their signatures to 
this Important declaration, pledging to 
its support their lives, fortunes and 
sacred honor, was old enough to be 
suspected of senility, though a few 
were so young that they might be 
liable to a charge of Immaturity of 
Judgment. 

John Hancock, president of the con¬ 
gress, something of a "blade" and none 
too conservative in his attitude on 
some important matters, was only 
thirty-nine years old when the genernl 
congress assembled in Independence 


Where Lake George enters Lake 
Champlain, in New York state, the 
French in 1750 set up a post which 
they named Fort Carillon. Tills be¬ 
came a concentration point for French 
expeditions under Montcalm and oth¬ 
ers. In 1758 the fort was attacked 
by 10,000 ltritish under Abercrombie. 
Though the French had but 4,000 men 
they beat off the enemy, causing the 
latter a loss of 2,000 men. A year 
later Amherst with 11,000 men took 
the fort after the French had retired. 

By the time of the Revolution the 
fort was generally known by its Indian 
name—“Ticonderogn,” a corruption of 
tlie Iroquois word “cheonderoga," 
meaning "sounding” water. On May 
10, 1775, Ethan Allen and 83 Green 
Mountain Boys captured the fort

Historic Yorktown Dear to 
All Americans. 


Yorktown monument, erected by the 
national government at Yorktown, Va., 
commemorates the last battle of the 
Revolution fought there which won 
independence and created New world 
government. Lord Cornwallis, after a 
desperate siege, finally surrendered to 
Washington October 19, 1781, thus end¬ 
ing British hostilities In the colonies. 
General Washington experienced In¬ 
expressible Joy at that event, with 
the remark: “The work is done, and 
It has been done well.” 

In 1781 the first congress which met 
after the Revolution ordered an ap¬ 
propriation of $100,IKK) to erect an Im¬ 
posing monument to pay lasting trite 
ute and evidence American gratitude 
for victory and the birth of freedom. 

Nearly 100 years elapsed before the 
idea of a suitable memorlul was cur- 


It floated out triumphantly when Corn¬ 
wallis surrendered; 

Twas hailed by Key In melody In tha 
embattled dawn;

hall, Philadelphia, to consider the word¬ 
ing of the historical document. The 
oldest man In the congress was Ben¬ 
jamin Franklin, who had passed his 
seventieth birthday only six months 
hefore. The youngest was Edward 
Rutledge of South Carolina, who at¬ 
tained ids twenty-seventh birthday in 
Lite November following the famous 
Fourth of July; Thomas Lynch, Jr., of 
tlie same state was Ids senior by only 
a few months. 

Of the whole number but seven had 
passed their sixtieth year; nine were 
between fifty and sixty years old, 19 
were between forty and fifty, and the 
same number, 19, were between thirty 
and forty. The first mentioned were 
the only ones under thirty years of 
age. Tlie average age of the members 
of the general congress was 43.87 
years. It has been remarked that 
there were enough young men to fur¬ 
nish enthusiasm, enough middle-aged 


to re-enact 
by the dim light of tallow candles the 
historic scenes of 150 years ago. 

Convention of Religious Freedom. 

It Is recalled, too, witli apposite sig¬ 
nificance to some of the political prob- j 
lems of the present day that the first ■ 
Continental congress and the Constl- I 
tutional convention were not the only j 
fundamentals of American liberty that j 
were nurtured in Carpenter's hall. It [ 
wus here that the first steps toward | 
the establishment of absolute religious 
freedom, as one of the cornerstones of 
the new commonwealth, were taken. 
In the same years in which the first 
congress assembled within Its walls 
the Baptist association held a meet¬ 
ing in Cart (enter's hall for the pur¬ 
pose of promoting a united movement 
among all religious denominations of 
the colonies directed toward formu¬ 
lating and disseminating the doctrines 
of universal religious freedom. To 
this convention nil friends of religious 
freedom were Invited, the Catholics 
I from Maryand, the Episcopals from 
Virginia, the Friends from Pennsyl- 
I vanla, and representatives of the re¬ 
ligious bodies of New England. 

! Whether there was much accomplished 
Is not known, hut It was the first bugle 
| note whose echoes were later to find 
I fruition In the provision of the Con¬ 
stitution that guaranteed religious 11b- 
| erty In the United States of America.

Lafayette 

When Lafayette visited America a 
hundred years ago ns the guest of the 
nation Ids part In the great adventure 
of the American colonies lay nearly 
half a century In the background of 
his life. When he had taken leave of 
us he had left behind him a little 
group of commonwealths, exhausted by 
war and distracted by mutual Jeal¬ 
ousies und mistrust. On his return In 
1824 he found them hound Into a vig¬ 
orous, expanding nation, basking In 
the sunshine of an “era of good feel¬ 
ing." 

It Is hard for us to realize that In 
1777 It seemed nothing nut of place for 
the Continental congress to bestow 
a major general's commission upon a 
nineteen-yenr-old French aristocrat, In¬ 
capable of giving an Intelligible com¬ 
mand In English. It was, however, 
quite In accord with the custom of 
the time so to burden young shoulders 
with weighty responsibilities, especial¬ 
ly- If they were patrician shoulders.

Marked by Hilarity 

A subscription dinner was, on Tues¬ 
day. given ut Matthew Wilson's hotel 
by a number of the members of the 
legislature to General Lafayette, pur¬ 
suant to arrangements previously 
made by Dr. Kitchen of the senate 
and Messrs. Gllleland «Bd Meredith of 
the house of representatives, the com¬ 
mittee appointed for that purpose by 
the subscribers. His excellency, the 
governor, General Lafayette, the heads 
of departments, Judge Gibson, Mr. G. 
W. Lafayette, Mr. Levaseur, the com¬ 
mittee from New York In attendance 
upon the general and a few veteran* 
of the Revolution, residents of this 
place, were present as guests. Mr. 
Speaker Marks presided and was as¬ 
sisted by Mr. Speaker Sutherland and 
Mr. Roberts of the house of representa¬ 
tives. About 120 gentlemen sat down 
to the dinner, which was served nt a 
little after four o'clock. The dinner 
was nn excellent one, says a report In 
the Harrisburg Chronicle, Februury 8 r 
1825. 

The most cordlnl hilarity prevailed 
throughout the whole entertainment. 
In the course of which, at the particu¬ 
lar and repeated request of the gen¬ 
eral, "Hall Columbia” was sung by 
himself and the whole company stand¬ 
ing. The governor and Genernl La- 
fu.vette retired at about eight o’clock 
and the company broke up shortly 
afterwards.

The Yorktown monument Is built of 
Maine granite, standing 100 feet 6 
Inches high. The four shies of the 
base are given to Inscriptions de¬ 
lineating the valor and victory on this 
Illustrious battlefield, the narration of 
the siege, a treaty of alliance with the 
king of France, a treaty of peace with 
the king of England. Over these four 
shies, near tlie base, lire the curved 
emblems of nationality, emblems of 
wur, emblems of alliance, emblems of 
peace. The base Is devoted to Inscrip¬ 
tions or historical statements upon 
the sources of American government. 
Grouped on the circular produm lire 
13 female figures, representative of the 
13 original colonies, beneath their feet 
are these words: "One Country, one 
Destiny, one Constitution." 

The 38 stars on the column repre¬ 
sent the states which up to the time 
of unveiling had been admitted to the 
Union. 

"The Branch of Peace" Is adroitly 
chiseled midst the stars. This wus the 
heritage of which the Yorktown shield 
was symbolic. 

Surmounting the column the God¬ 
dess of Liberty, star crowned, extends 
to the people of all nations for their 
service und loyalty to share American 
peace and prosperity. '1 he monument 
occupies space upon a beautiful blulT 
overlooking York river.

13, 1832; so that some persons still 
living might huve touched a hand 
which held the i>en while signing the 
Declaration of Independence. 


Momentous Meeting 

The first session of the Continental 
congress was held in Carpenter's hall, 
Philadelphia, September 5, 1774. with 
44 members present; all the colonies 
were represented except Georgia and 
North Carolina.

In a few days there arrived j 
a courier with the famllar name of j 
Paul Revere. “By Paul Revere,” says \ 
the Boston Evening Post of September

ligence.” 

The news he had hronglit to the con¬ 
gress was that General Gage had 
seized the powder magazines In Bos¬ 
ton, nnd the “important Intelligence” 
lie brought hack was the resolution 
of the congress pledging to their "suf¬ 
fering countrymen of Massachusetts 
Bay" the support of the flrat congress 
of the United Colonies.

As Lafayette passed the house of 
the iHte John Hancock In Boston, the 
mayor said to him: "There sits the 
widow of your deceased friend." He 
Immediately caught her eye, und In 
the most enthusiastic manner pressed 
Ids hund upon his heart. She hurst 
Into tears and exclaimed: "I have now 
lived long enough 1"

lish language remarkably well: "And 
why should I not,” he replied, "being 
an American Just returned from u long 
visit to Europe?”

To the Editor of The Enterprise, 
South San Francisco, Cal.: 

In a recent issue of your paper you 
generously offered space for the dis¬ 
cussion of the proposed public im¬ 
provements for South San Francisco. 

This is a matter of vital importance 
to every person living in South San 
Franelsco and to the non-resident 
property holders and should receive 
their earnest consideration, as it con¬ 
cerns the welfare and prosperity of 
the community. It is not a question 
of how much or how little may we 
spend. It is how much do we need 
in the way of improvements to com¬ 
pare and compete with other cities in 
gaining and holding desirable resi¬ 
dents, and in making our city as at¬ 
tractive to the prospective factory 
and home owner. What have we to 
offer at the present time7 

A city is exactly like any large fac¬ 
tory or corporation, and each citizen 
a shareholder in the corporation, and 
in order for the shareholders to make 
a going concern and to make money 
in the way of increased land values, 
we have to enter into the keenest 
competition with other cities. 

Advertising, selling, boosting, and 
we should carry the highest class of 
merchandise in the way of public im¬ 
provements and utilities, schools, 
parks, playgrounds, churches and 
places of recreation, goods that will 
attract and hold the kind of citizen 
that makes a first class community. 
We have in the building a splendid 
grammar school. Let us continue the 
good work by building a civic audi¬ 
torium, a fire house and enclosed 
swimming pool in the civic center. 
The civic auditorium would be an in¬ 
door place of recreation, a Roman 
forum type, where all civic activities 
may he conducted, and also a play¬ 
ground for children. It is a known 
fact that children turn out better citi¬ 
zens and better workers when they 
are given athletic and physical train¬ 
ing. Employers will tell you that a 
man or woman who has had this 
training makes a more efficient and 
contented worker. 

This will take money and the earn¬ 
est co-operation of every person in 
the community who is interested in 
: making our young people public as- 
| sets instead of public liabilities. Clean, 
, healthy sports such as could be con- 
I ducted in our civic auditorium is a 
sure cure for jazzinania. 

The building I proposed need not 
be a very great expense, it Is a one- 
story plan with a seating capacity of 
2,500. The greatest cost would be the 
facade, the other three walls would 
rest against the bank. This could be 
built on the unit plan; put up the 
walls and roof as ope unit and finish 
as the people feel they could afford 
the money, but by all means let us 
make any improvements we decide 
upon permanent. The argument that 
we have gone without a civic audi¬ 
torium for thirty years is like trying 
to conduct a modern business with 30- 
year-old methods. No business man 
would consider doing this for an in¬ 
stant, and because some of us were 
creeping thirty years ago is no rea¬ 
son for not walking today. Let us 
have a civic auditorium. 

Another argument that I have heard 
Is that the new schools will have an 
auditorium. Anyone having this view 
knows very little regarding the pur¬ 
pose of a school auditorium. The 
school laws of California are very 
strict regarding the use of their 
school buildings for other than edu¬ 
cational purposes. Local trustees 
may occasionally break this rule. A 
person not of school age is out of it 
as far as school auditoriums and 
gymnasiums are concerned. 

The money expended for the audi¬ 
torium would lie partly returnable in 
rentals, as would the swimming pool. 
Let us have a civic auditorium. 

As South San Francisco's fire de¬ 
partment is a volunteer service, I feel 
the best our money can procure in 
the way of fire fighting apparatus is 
none too good, when the men who vol¬ 
unteer for this work risk their life 
and health in our behalf. A fire 
house could be built for $15,000 and 
should be separate from the City Hall. 
I have a suggestion to offer for a 
more efficient fire department. It is 
this: If we improve the civic center 
additional help may be procured to 
care for the grounds and buildings. I 
would employ a supervisor for this 
work and two additional firemen. The 
duties of the firemen would include 
caring for the grounds, each man do¬ 
ing four hours’ work. Tills increase 
of firemen would give us a most effi¬ 
cient fire fighting crew and at the 
same time take care of the civic cen¬ 
ter grounds, decrease the Insurance 
rates at a minimum of cost. 

The fire department and civic audi¬ 
torium are the only two proposed im¬ 
provements that would make any re¬ 
turns to the taxpayers. 

The establishment of a supervised 
playground is a promise to the chil¬ 
dren of South San Francisco and 
should lie kept. The improvement of 
the park is not feasible at this time. 
It will have to go through reclamation 
proceedings. We had better hasten

As for 
building new roads as far as the car 
line, this should be taken care of by 
the property owners, as has been done 
in all street paving in South San 
Francisco. 

A 20-year issue would add very 
slightly to the taxpayers’ burden. Our 
city hall bonds are very rapidly be¬ 
ing paid and our assessment on the 
Community Hospital will be paid in 
two years, so the county tax will de¬ 
crease altogether. We are in a very 
healthy financial condition, with a 
bright outlook for increased industrial 
plants. So let us put over a bond is¬ 
sue of at least $200,000 for perma¬ 
nent improvements for the present 
generation and let the coming genera¬ 
tion pay for it.

in outlining its const motion pro¬ 
gram for the fiscal years, July 1, 1925, 
to June 30, 1927, covering the 77th 
and 7Slh fiscal years, the California 
highway commission lays particular 
stress upon that provision of law 
made effective by Assembly Bill No. 
589. which was signed by Governor 
Richardson and which requires main¬ 
tenance of all traversable roads now 
in the system on which no work has 
been done. Approximately 1,240 miles 
of highway are affected by this new 
law. 

The commission expects to carry on 
a progressive plan of reconstruction 
ami maintenance during the biennium. 
Willi approximately $11,000,000 a year 
for these purposes, a well developed 
! program can and will he carried out. 
Of this sum available for reconstruc- 
| tion and maintenance, approximately 
$7,500,000 will come from the 2-cent 
gas tax anil $3,500,000 from the motor 
vehicle license fees. 

The engineering department is pre¬ 
pared to take up the various projects 
over the state where the reconstruc¬ 
tion needs are moat pressing, and 
from time to time contracts will he 
awarded and the work pushed to com- 
, pletlon. Motorists will recall many 
j e vidences of the reconstruction pro¬ 
gram in evidence over the state and 
will, no doubt, recognize the improved 
condition of the maintained roads. 

With the provision of Assembly Bill 
589, relative to maintenance, carried 
into effect, the possibility exists of 
concentrating this sum of money on 
the primary roads and a real program 
of new construction is not only pos¬ 
sible. hut assured, during the bien¬ 
nium.

Tanforan Losses 
Reported Large 


The story of the losses sustained oy 
San Francisco cepitallsts through 
their effort begun two years ago to 
revive horse racing in California is 
told in a contingent claim filed in the 
San Francisco superior court yester¬ 
day by Herbert Fleislihacker against 
the estate of the late Adolph B. 
Spreckels. 

Through the instrument it is re¬ 
vealed that Spreckels and Fleish- 
haeker were the main backers of the 
erstwhile Pacific Coast Jockey Club 
at Tanforan and had jointly signed a 
guaranty against indebtedness of the 
project up to $260,000. 

With the death of Spreckels, Fleish- 
hacker was alone responsible for the 
debt legally. But yesterday’s claim, 
a friendly negotiation between the 
heirs to the Spreckels’ estate and 
Flelshhacker, relieves the latter of 
half responsibility. 

The claim shows that the guaranty 
was first placed with the United Bank 
and Trust Company on November 28, 
1923, insuring against debts up to a 
total of $180,000. Then in December, 
1923. as the racing venture began to 
prove unsuccessful, this guaranty was 
raised to $230,000 and finally on May 
28, 1924, to $260,000.

San Francisco, July 2.—Radio fans 
attending the Pacific Radio Exposition 
in the Civic Auditorium, August 22 to 
28, inclusive, will have an opportu¬ 
nity to see “behind the scenes” of a 
broadcast studio. 

Details for the construction of a 
unique special broadcast studio were 
worked out at a meeting of members 
of the Pacific Radio Trade Associa¬ 
tion. which is sponsoring the Radio 
Exposition, and executives of the Pa¬ 
cific Telephone and Telegraph Com¬ 
pany, who are co-operating with the 
association for the success of the 
plan. 

The studio, according to Heckert L 
Parker, manager of the Radio Trade 
Association, will be erected on a large 
stage in the center of the auditorium. 
It will be sound-proof and have a 30- 
foot plate glass front, so that the 
public can see inside. At the end of 
the stage will be special elevated 
platforms with the control panel and 
operator in full view of the audience.

One hundred and fifty years nen In 
St. John’s church, Richmond, Va., Pat¬ 
rick Henry stood before the now 
famous convention and delivered his 
Immortal “give me liberty or give me 
death” speech. Virginia’s delegates 
had convened to consider whether or 
not to organize an armed force to re¬ 
sist the soldiers of the British king.

There needed 
the impact of eloquence to move the 
convention to Join with tlie putriots of 
other colonies.

old federal aid is divided on the basis 
of the mileage of roads in the two por¬ 
tions of the state, namely 64 per cent 
in the north and 36 per cent in the 
south. 

“Out of the money to be used in the 
north, there is nothing so important, 
in my opinion, as the following three 
jobs on the Bay Shore Highway: 

First. Construction of under-pass 
beneath tracks of the S. P. R. R. at 
South San Francisco, which will cost 
about $175,000. 

Second. Graveling the section at 
present under construct from the rail¬ 
road tracks at South San Francisco 
to Burlingame at an estimated cost 
of $100,000. 

(These two jobs will make available 
for use the new road now under con¬ 
tract to Burlingame.) 

Third. Grading and graveling a 
new section of road from end of pres¬ 
ent contract south to San Mateo at an 
estimated cost of $100,000. 

Total estimated cost, $375,000. 

There will be left over out of the 
contribution of San Francisco to the 
Bay Shore Highway construction j 
about $100,000, leaving the net ex- j 
penditure to the state about $275,000 
to complete this most necessary 
work.” 

The natural conclusion, therefore, 
is that if the highway commission will 
provide $275,000 the Bay Shore High- ! 
way now under construction between 
South San Francisco and San Mateo 
can be graded and graveled and the 
under-pass at South San Francisco { 
constructed and that immediately up¬ 
on the announcement that the $275,- 
000 has been provided, then provision j 
can and will be made in San Mateo 
County to provide the necessary lat¬ 
erals referred to above, and South San 
Francisco can and will provide the ' 
three local highway connections at j 
South San Francisco and in addition 
thereto action by the City and County 
of San Francisco to provide $1,500,000 
for the construction of that portion of | 
the Bay Shore lying within San Fran- | 
clsro can be expected. 

Thus, concretely stated, if the high¬ 
way commission will provide the 
$275,000 it will place San Mateo 
County and the City and County of 
San Francisco in a position to provide 
in the neighborhood of $1,750,000 for 
its portion of the necessary work on 
the Bay Shore Highway, its laterals 
and connections, and will mean a pro¬ 
vision nil told of approximately $2.- 
000,000 to carry forward the work on 
the Bay Shore Highway.
